The  general  health  of  the  district  was  extremely 
good  throughout  the  year  with  no  marked  epidemic  or  excessive 
mortality.  There  is  again  a  small  decrease  in  the  death  rate 
from  last  year  and  the  figure  for  this  area  compares  favourably 
with  that  for  England  and  Wales.  The  marked  increase  in  the 
Birth  Rate  which  was  noted  last  year  has  not  been  maintained 
and  the  Birth  Rate  has  again  fallen  to  the  average  rate  of 
normal  years.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Inspections  under  the  various  Acts  appertaining  to 
Public  Health  were  systemically  carried  out  and  any  appropriate 
action  taken  when  necessary, 

Water  Supply: 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  is  chiefly  composed 
of  upland  waters  collected  and  distributed  from  service  reservoirs 
in  different  parts  of  the  district,  namely,  Diglee,  Foxhome, 

Stone  Heads,  Nook,  Leahead  and  Taxal.  All  these  service 
reservoirs  were  emptied  and  cleaned  out  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  premises  supplied  with  Council’s  water 
was  1552  while  154  premises  in  the  northern  part  of  the  district 
were  supplied  from  the  Stockport  Corporation  main  which  runs 
through  the  district.  Thirty  four  houses  only  have  a  private 
water  supply  and  this  total  is  mainly  composed  of  farms. 

All  houses  using  the  Council’s  water  have  a  piped  supply 
laid  on  to  the  premises. 

Bacteriological  analyses  were  undertaken  on  all  sources 
of  supply  and  in  all  cases  the  water  was  found  to  be  of  good 
quality  for  drinking  purposes. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  a  further  52  houses 
were  supplied  from  the  Council's  mains  and  it  was  fortunate  that 
the  summer  was  not  exceedingly  dry,  otherwise  a  serious  water 
shortage  may  have  been  experienced. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  provision  of  Factory 
and  School  canteen  facilities,  the  modernising  of  older 

properties  and  still  further  building  will  undoubtedly  put  a 
"very  severe  strain  on  your  existing  water  supplies. 

Tho  following  extensions  to  the  Council's  Water  Mains 
were  carried  out  during  the  year:- 

(1)  Williamson  Road,  Whaley  Bridge.  -  Existing  main  extended  by 

28  yards  of  J>n  C.I.  Water  Main. 

(2)  Elnor  Lane,  Whaley  Bridge.  Existing  main  extonded  by  88  yards 

of  3"  C.I.  Water  Main. 

Both  these  extensions  were  necessary  to  cater  for  the 
Council's  building  programme. 


Sewerage: 


The  sewage  is  conveyed  through  the  Council’s  sewers 
to  the  sewage  disposal  works  at  Furness  Vale,  the  treatment 
being  carried  out  under  the  control  of  the  Whaley  Bridge  & 
District  Joint  Sewerage  Board. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  concerning  the  dis¬ 
charged  effluent  into  the  River  Goyt.  The  sewers  have  been 
maintained  in  good  condition,  cleansing  and  rodding  being  carried 
out  when  necessary. 

A  small  extension  of  the  sewer  involving  the  laying  of 
28  yards  of  6"  drain  was  necessary  for  building  development  on 
Williamson  Road,  Whaley  Bridge. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal : 

The  refuse  collection  service  was  undertaken  throughout 
the  year  by  direct  labour,  although  difficulty  was  experienced 
in  obtaining  suitable  labour  for  this  class  of  work. 

Factories  Act. 


Satisfactory  conditions  have  been  maintained  at  all 
factories  and  workshops  in  the  district.  Periodical  inspections 
of  premises  coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Act  have  been 
made  and  satisfactory  provision  of  means  of  escape  in  case  of 
fire  is  provided. 


Infectious  and  other  Diseases. 


The  district  was  fairly  free  from  infectious  diseases. 

No  cases  of  malaria  or  dysentery  were  notified  and  your  district 
was  free  from  any  influenza  epidemic  during  the  year.  One  case 

of  diphtheria  was  notified,  the  patient  not  having  been  immunized. 
Two  cases  of  polio-myelitis  were  notified  and  both  cases  were 
removed  to  hospital  for  treatment. 

From  my  experience  the  public  response  to  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  and  Vacoination  against  Smallpox  seems  to  have 
regrettably  fallen  off  since  the  revised  National  health  Scheme 
came  into  operation  on  5th  July.  If  parents  were  to  fully 
consider  the  safeguards  which  both  immunisation  and  vaccination 
afford  to  children,  I  am  sure  much  greater  advantage  would  be 
taken  of  this  most  important  free  service.
